The Southern Alberta Company has @ 
producing well in the Okotoks field 
and there are several other small pro- 
ducers in the same field. 
Many Drills Working 

The Imperial are at work on five 
wells in central and southern Alberta 
and on two in Saskatchewan. 

At Willow Creek, west of Nanton, 
the drill is down 2,518 feet. No resulta 
as yet, but work is going on. 

Near Monitor, on the Lacombe-Ker- 
robert branch of the C.P.R., the drill 
is down 2,500 feet and work is still 


going on. 

At Fabyan, on the G.T.P. near 
Wainwright, the drillis down 1,940 
feet. Gas was struck at 1,870 feet, 
which was closed off. A little heavy 
black of] was struck at 1940 feet. The 
well will be drilled deeper. At Mine 
Head, on the Coal branch west of 


Edson, the drill was down 529 feet at 
last accounts, and work was going on.

In Saskatchewan a well is being 
drilled in the south-western corner of 
the province.

This 
well is being abandoned. 

Fort Norman Wells 

On the Mackenzie in the Norman 
district four wells, including the dis- 
covery well, are being drilled. Work 
was to begin on the three new wells 
Jast fall, and it is expected that it is 
being continued this spring; but there 
will be no actual news until the steam- 
ere return from their first trip north, 
which will not be before the latter 
part of July. 

In discussing the large amount of 
very costly prospecting work that ls 
being carried on by the Imperial com- 
pany in the west, and chiefly in Al- 
berta, Mr. McQueen quoted from an 
interview given by President Stillman. 
which appeared in the Calgary Herald 
as follows: 

“Mr. Stillman said that when the 
company inaugurated the present 
costly drilling campaign they did not 
look for immediate success, for the 
simple reason that geologically no sec- 
tion of the country presented much 
more favorable conditions than any 
other part. That is to say, there were 
no thoroughly defined «ecological 
structures; while in addition to this, 
the company were pioneers, with little 
evidence from previous boring to 
guide them. Therefore the company 
does not regard the delay in opening 
up the fleld as being in the siightest 
degree condemnatory of the country 
in general. 

“It waa pointed out that to be & 
successful of] producer one must be 
an optimist, and In Mr. Stillman’'s 
own words he said: ‘I am still as much 
of an optimist as ever, on everything 
that pertains to the west.’ 

No Concessions Asked 

“YT think the fact thet we alone, of 
all the world petroleum companies, 
have entered upon this vast expendi- 
ture, withoutresking one concession 
from the government, which is not 
open to eny individual 1s generally 
appreciated by the people of Alberta.’ 
Mr, Stlitman declared: ‘We have en- 
deavored to assist every respectable 
company giving evidence of a desire 
to engage in actual exploration work 
that has sought our aid, We have no 
desire to monopolize petroleum pro- 
duction in western Canada, and we 
will welcome the advent of any com- 
pany which will come into the Weat 
and bear a part of the responsibility of 
developing the oil resources,’ he said,”
